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MARCO SURVEY OF PUBLIC OPINION 


PREAMBLE 


The second Survey of Public Opinion conducted by | 
f£FOO deals with the coming election. Each respond- 
ent. was asked whether or not he had registered to vote. 
If the answer was in the affirmative, we proceeded 
with the survey. If it was in the negative, a further 
question was put: "Do you intend to register to vote?" 
If the answer was still in the negative, no further 
questions were asked of that respondent and he was 


not included in the sample. If the respondent con- Gr? 


firmed that he had registered to vote, or that he 
intended to register, the enumerator proceeded with 
the questionnaire. The preamble to the questionnaire 
was as follows: 


"We are conducting a survey of public opinion 
amongst the people of Kenya; we want your 
Opinions on the major political issues which 
face Kenya today." 


THE SAMPLE 


The. sample was based on electoral districts. In 
other words, the answers given by the respondent, for 
the purpose of tabulations, were referred back to the 
electoral district in which he intended to vote. The 
sample was a random sample made up as follows:

The sample was broken down by income, education, 
area of interview against place of voting. The 
results compare favourably with known statistics of 
income, education etc. 


Critics of the first MARCO Survey of Public 
Opinion had two main points of criticism. Firstly, 
African politicians claimed that this was the work 
of a European company and consequently biased. 
Secondly, more thoughtful critics felt the sample was. 
inadequate. Long experience in the field of sampling 
has shown that the first sample was more than adequate, 
but to calm the critics, we have doubled it. Sets of 
tabulations taken from the preliminary runs indicate 
that a sample half this size would have produced the 
same results. The questionnaires were completed by 
enumerators drawn from Makerere students and from the 
permanent staff of the Market Research Company of 
East Africa. The results were machine processed on 
our I.C.T. punch card equipment. A racial bias is, 
therefore, impossible.

The above Table illustrates what would have happen- 
ed had the election taken place in the last week of 
September, 1960, at the time of the Marco Survey of 
Public Opinion. It is an interesting fact that the 
claims of tribalism as the major division between K.A.N.U. 
and K.A.D.U., have been substantiated in this Table. On 
the otner hand, a finer breakdown which we made on voting 
in urban areas showed that even the majority of the 
Kalenjin and Abaluhya peoples who will vote in urban 
areas support K.A.N.U., whereas they support K.A.D.U., 
in the rural areas. <A factor which must be taken into 
consideration is that few of the candidates have made it 
known of their intention to stand in the election. Con- 
sequently, the MARCO Survey of Public Opinion in December 
will be able to enumerate specific candidates by elect- 
oral areas. Support for K.A.D.U., may increase, there- 
fore, when candidates are known in the urban areas.

We did not treat the Huropean, Asian or Arab respond- 
ents by electoral districts, as in most cases the proposed 
candidate was known. We have, therefore, analysed the 
replies of European, Asian and Arab respondents as a whole. 
The next MARCO Survey of Public Opinion will be held in 
December at which time these communities will know their 
candidates. An analysis by electoral district will be more 
meaningful then. At present their views stand as above.

It is patently evident that a high percentage, in 
fact a majority, of Africans did not have the faintest 
idea about the policy of the party which they claim,in 
Question 1, they would have voted for. There were more 
than 200 vague and ambiguous type answers to this 
question which we have attempted to summarize in the 
above Table. One or two facts which did emerge, how- 
ever, were that over 10% of K.A.N.U., support is gain- 
ed by the fact that they give educational grants. Whether 
or not this is true is irrelevant. The fact remains 
that a high percentage of Africans believe it to be true. 


The high percentage of "Don't know any policy" is 
more than half in the case of K.A.D.U., and nearly 
half in the case of K.A.N.U., and is indicative of the 
blind following which each has and consequently we 
must look to other factors than policy to determine 
loyalties. Question 4 begins to make a picture of 
some of these factors.

The above Table deals with Africans and Europeans 


only. The party loyalties of Asians were so obscure as 


to be unmeaningful and it is hoped that in the next 
MARCO Survey of Public Opinion, to be held in December, 
candidates will have been named in most of the electoral 


areas and we shall pursue this question further. 


It was 


felt that many Europeans and Asians were uncertain of 


their stand until they had a clearer knowledge of the 


prospective candidates - not so among Africans. 


Items disliked in the policy of the opposition 
parties is shown against the party declared that he 


would have voted for, by the respondent. 


It can be 


seen that a majority in each case did not know why they 


disliked the opposition. The largest percentage in the 
case of K.A.N.U. in opposition to K.A.D.U. was the 
belief that K.A.D.U. would delay independence (9.3%). 

On the other hand, the highest category of k.A.D.U. in 
their dislike for K.A.N.U. was 12.6% who claimed them 

to be oppressive, dictators, self-seekers and other words 


of derision which could be placed in this category. 
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Among Huropeans, on the other hand, each claimed 
the other to lack in policy. Leadership among Europeans 
and Africans was an important factor and among Europeans 
the Kenya Coalition stated (12%) the opposition did not 
inspire confidence. Moreover, they claimed that the 
opposition were rushing towards "Uhuru". The New tenya 
Group, on the other hand (6.5%) claimed the Kenya 
Coalition were not realistic.

There was unanimity of opinion, except for K.A.D.U. 
supporters, that K.A.N.U. would have a majority in the 
Kenya Government after the elections. It is obvious 
from the previous tables that while they will have a 
majority as a party, it is conceivable that they may not. 
have an over-all majority in Legislative Council. A 
good deal depends on whether or not K.A.N.U is success- 
ful after the Primaries for Reserved Seats in persuad- 
ing Kuropeans and Asians in those electoral areas which 
Africans have a majority, to support their cause. This 
picture should become a good deal clearer in the next 
MARCO Survey of Public Opinion in December at which time 
the candidates will be known.

It can be seen from the above that the majority agree 
with the person named by. them as the leader, but the high- 
er the percentage who named that individual, the lower 
the percentage who agree with him and the lower the 


percentage named, the higher the percentage who agree with 
‘him. -Take, for’ example, R. J: Ngala, who had only 11.0% 
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who chose him, while 98.0% agree. This cross section 
of choices against agreement, rate leadership, while, 
at the same time, illustrates the support which each 
has from those who chose him.

The above Table illustrates that the Europeans have 
serious and definite reservations about the Lancaster 
House agreement. Those few who support K.A.N.U., and 
K.A.D.U., are in disagreement and the Kenya Coalition 
is in disagreement, but obviously for different reasons. 
The New Kenya Group supports the Lancaster House agree- 
ment by a large majority. Among Africans, it is surpris- 
ing to find that all parties were unanimous in their 
Support as were the Asians. A high percentage, however, 
of "Not Stated", also supported it. The follow-up 
question to this was, "If you agree - how long should 
this agreement last?". |

The racial difference in answers to this question 
are Significant. They illustrate clearly that the 
Africans, apart from the 29.0% who don't know, are 
practically unanimous that two years at the most is the 
maximum period. The average Asian, on the other hand, 
felt that at least three years, while a significant 
percentage felt longer. Among Europeans, three years 
was again the median period, while a significant 
percentage felt four or five years. The next question 
was for those who did not agree with the Lancaster House 
agreement.

CONCLUSION | 


The second MARCO Survey of Public Opinion regard- 
ing for the forthcoming election illustrates several 
major changes since its first Survey three months ago 
in June. |

The first is that the Africans have consolidated 
their thinking cn Jomo Kenyatta, which obviously 
stems from K.A.D.U's support of him in public speeches 
and so on, and that Mboya has consolidated and increas- 
ed his lead over all other Africans as the leader of 


that community. 


It also clearly illustrates that no single 
leader has emerged from K.A4.D.U. to capture the mass 
of public support throughout Kenya. Even in K.A.D.U. 
strongholds, K.A.N.U. has significant support. More- 
over, in the urban areas, those who would normally 
vote for «.A.D.U. declare their intention to vote for 
KeAeN.U. It has been rumoured that Walter Odede may 
emerge as a new leader to K.A.D.U., in which case the 
entire picture may change in December. 


Thirdly, it illustrates the confused nature of 
the Asian electorate which may become clear in the 
third MARCO Survey of Public Opinion to be held in 
December, 


Fourthly, it illustrates the importance of the 
Primaries for the Reserved Seats in that had the 
election taken place last week without Primaries, 
KeAeN.U. would have controlled 9 European seats and 
all of the Asian Non-Muslim seats and two of. the 
Asian Muslim seats and K.A.D.U. the remaining 1 
Huropean seat. The only safe seats would have been 
1 Asian Muslim, Mombasa Liwatoni, and one Arab Reserve, 
Mombasa Central. The other Arab seat would have been 
controlled by K.A.D.U. The principle of the Frimaries, 
therefore, will allow the racial group to select its 
candidates and from these the African majorities of 
those listed above will choose presumably, the "lesser 
of the evils". On the other hand, it is possible that 
in some Asian constituencies even in the Primary, some 
Asians may run on the K.A.N.U. ticket as there is a 
Significant percentage of Asians who claim, already, to 
support K.A.N.U. A 25% minimum of the votes cast at 
the Primary is necessary to secure nomination for the 
elections proper. In some areas there is more than 25% 
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of the Asian electorate who support K.A.N.U. This 
also could happen in the one Arab seat, Protectorate, 
where the majority support K.A.D.U. 


It is also obvious that the majority of Africans 
in both ttt Us and K.A.D.U. support the New Kenya 
Group over the Kenya Coalition. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that unless the vote is split by Independents, 
the New Kenya Group, who have sufficient European 
Support in the Primaries to become candidates at the 
election, will poll the majority of the African and 
Asian votes in their constituencies which will be 
sufficient to win all 10 of the European seats. The. 
Asian picture is more obscure after the Primaries 
and should clarify itself in the third MARCO Survey 
of Public Opinion in December when the candidates will 
be known. 
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
